Little Rock Speaks 


TllE Arkansas Gazette Wednesday morning says Little 
1 Rock is more public-spirited than Louisville, Ky., bc- 
caiise Little Hock built two free bridges across the Arkansas 
river with a real estate improvement tax while Louisville 
resorted to a toll bridge in spanning the Ohio river. 


"Little Rock," says the .Gazette, "anticipated the state 


m building two bridges across the Arkansas. But Little 
Rock was more public-spirited than Louisville. It virtually 
gave the state the two most essential and costly bridge links 
in its highway system. Instead of charging tolls to pay for 
the bridges the Greater Little Rock community is making its 
own property owners pay for them through improvement 
district taxes, while everybody else who has occasion uses 
the bridges absolutely free of cost wherever he comes from, 
inside or outside Arkansas." 


Because the Gazette has previously hinted strongly 


that the Slate of Arkansas should free all its bridges I am 
presuming this editorial also is pointed in that direction, 
which I believe you will agree is a natural conclusion. 


Kentucky, of course, has many beautiful and important 


bridges, and all of them, judging from my trips across the 
state on three different routes, are toll bridges. Kentucky 
apparently did not feel able to build all the bridges that were 
necessary and make them free bridges—but the traveler 
knows that on the other hand Kentucky has taken far better 
care of her home people in the matter of improved high- 
ways than Arkansas has. Arkansas has a couple of the 
finest trunk highways in America—but when you have 
said that you have described where the pavement ends.

that on the money available you 
can proceed in only one of several 
directions at one and the same 
time. You can make a choice, but 
then you must abide by it. Either 
you can put your money into free 
bridges and have fewer permanent 
roads, or you can charge tolls on 
the bridges and have that much 
more money for general road con- 
struction. Arkansas is in no po- 
sition to debate the direction she 
will take, when we have scarcely 
any pavement outside the main 
tourist trails, and when the local 
country roads arc virtually im- 
passable during bad weather. 


The construction of bridges by an 


improvement Uix on the land is, 
of course, no longer undertaken 
anywhere; just as the modern day 
has moved away from the theory 
Hint good roads could be built out 
of land taxes. 


But Little Hock's construction of 


improvement district bridges was 
nothing unusual, considering the 
day in which they were built. Lit- 
tle Rock had a great river at its 
front door. 
Little Hock wanted 


trade to move quickly and pain- 
lessly through its city gates. Trade 
makes profits,- and profits make 
Innd valuable—and therefore Lit- 
tle Rock could afford to build free 
bridges, 
fronting 
a great city, 


whore a state could not possibly do 
the same for many bridges at iso- 
lated points on tourist trails. 


The position of Hope and the 


other smaller cities, and the coun- 
U-y generally, is quite different 
from that of Little Rock. Ours is 
the general problem of the State of 
Arkansas—not the problem of a 
single great city, 


Our section has had no major 


highway 
construction

years. 


If the slate juggles its finances 


so as to unload the cost of the 
toll bridges onto the highway gaso- 
line tax fund then we can be reas- 
onably sure that we will be out in 
the desert for much more than sev- 
en years longer. 


Why not drop this toll bridge 


question, 
which 
certain 
larger 


cities arc continually stirring up, 
and concentrate on the single point 
of getting new funds for road con- 
struction? 


That's (close to the hearts of all

WASHINGTON —(/»'/— Hundreds of 


small business men trying to out-talk 
and out-shout each other endeavored 
Wednesday to r.et down what they 
think President Roosevelt should do 
to improve business. 


Scores tried to talk at once, voted to | 


ban speeches when they couldn't, and 
forced

through a loud-speaker in a vain ef- 
fort to restore order. 


The scene followed soon after Fred 


Roth, Cleveland shoe wholesaler, was 
elected permanent chairman. Both sug- 
gested the "little fellows" have a per- 
manent advisory council similar to the 
business advisor council which repre- 
sents the larger interests. 


In the senate, opponents of the anti- 


lynching bill invited its supporters to 
take the floor in behalf of the measure. 


Housing Bill to p. n, 


WASHINGTON.- (/Pj - Administra- 


tion leaders, beating off a senate re- 
bellion by the close vote of 4 to 40, 
.sent to President Roosevelt Tuesday 
the bill designed to stimulate a vast 
homebuilding boom. Mr. Roosevelt is 
expected to sign the bill. Its sponsors 
said that much activity in building, 
slowest paced o fthe major industtries, 
will result. 


Over-riding criticism of a bloc th.it 


included Southern and Western Demo- 
crats, as well as Republicans, the ad- 
ministration men succeeded in keep- 
ing out of the bill the "prevailing 
wage" amendment sponsored by Sen- 
ator Lodge (Rep., Mass.) 


This amendment would have forced 


payment of prevailing wages on hous- 
ing projects insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration. Its backers 
said that without it, the housing bill 
would depress wages in the building 
trades. 
Opponents 
contended 
the 


amendment would wreck the bill, and 
by leading to wage-fixing in other 
fields, would carry the country toward 
"Fascism." 


Cut to 10 Per Cent 


Fir.st major legislation of either the 


special or regular sessions to be sent 
to the White House, the bill is in- 
tended to make home-buying easier

State Tag Sale Lags in 


Hempstead—Deadline 


Is February 28 


Revenue Agent Ed Van Sickle said 


Wednesday that, only 300 persons in 
Hempstead county had obtained au- 
tomobile license for 1938. 


He said more than 3,000 license tags 


were sold last year, and that the local 
office would be unable to take care 
of the "rush" in the last few days. 


He urged persons who can do so to 


obtain their license at once. 


February 28 is the last day to ob- 


tain lags without penalty, the date 
being fixed by the Arkansas legislature 
with no extensions to be granted. 


February 28 also is the final date 


to purchase 1938 city automobile tags 
without penalty. Cost with penalty 
is $2.50. 


From March 1 to March 10 a pen- 


alty of one dollar will be assessed 
delinquent purchasers. After March 
10 a penalty of ?2.50 goes into affect, 
making the total cost ?5.

Green Sends Telegram 


In accepting the 
bill without 
Hi 


prevailing wage-amendment, Ihe sen- 
ate disregarded a telegram from Pres- 
ident William Green of the American 
Federation of Labor, 
favoring the 


amendment. Opponents of the amend- 
ment said it would drive investors 
away because the insurance might be 
cancelled if the contractor, over whom 
the investors had no control, violated 
the prevailing wage requirement. 


Senator Vandcnberg (Rep., Mich.) 


charged that President Roosevelt had 
been inconsistent on the wage ques- 
tion. He said the president advised 
congress in the special session that 
building costs were too high and later 
told congress wages should be kept 
at present levels. 


'The net result of the defeat of the 


Lodge amendment," Vandenbcrg said, 
"is actually to invite destruction of the 
prevailing wage on construction proj- 
ects in any degree that the contractors 
and the builders may decree."

J. P. Baker Buried 
Sunday Afternoon 


Veteran Justice of the 


Peace Laid to Rest at 


Washington 


Joseph P. Baker, 78, who died Sat-- 


urday at his home two miles southeast 


afternoon in the Washington cemetery 
with the Rev. W. H. Stingley in charge 
of the services. 


He had been justice of the peace in 


Dzan township for more than 30 years. 
He had been ill about five weeks, but 
was active until then, 


Born in North Carolina, August 14, 


1859, 
he came to Arkansas when a 


young man. He first lived near Em- 
met, later movin gto near Washington. 


Surviving are his widow, two daugh- 


ters, Mrs. A. J. Arlington ,and Mrs. 
W. A. Alford, both of Hope, and one 
adopted son, Roy Baker of Washing- 
ton, three brothers, Greer Baker of 
Pauls Valley, Okla., Frank Baker of 
Vernon, Texas, and Mack Baker of 
North Carolina, one sister, Mrs. Dovie 
Morrow of North Carolina.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark—The largest 


crowd ever to witness a Razorback 
basketball game is expected to crowd 
the new field house here Friday night 
when Arkansas and Texas. Christian 
University tangle in a Southwest Con- 
ference game that will feature the 
dedication of the new $150,000 struc- 
ture. 


The dedication program will begin 


at 7 o'clock and will consist of a con- 
cert by the Razorback band, introduc- 
tion of former Arkansas athletes back 
for the occasion, and an address by 
Hugo Bezdek, Arkansas coach from 
1908 
to 1912 who is generally cred- 


ited with starting the Razorbacks on 
the up-grade in intercollegiate com- 
petition. 


Eezdek came here in 1908 shortly 


after his graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago where he was an All- 
American fullback. His first season 
here showed five victories and four de- 
feats. In 1909 Bezdek coached Arkan- 
sas' .only undefeated eleven, the team 
winning seven straight games and roll, 
ing up 18G points to 18 for 'their op- 
ponents. 


Another good season in 1910 showed 


the Razorbacks winning seven games 
and losing one, with a total score of 
221-to 17. The 17 points is still the 
best 
all-time 
Arkansas defensive 


record. Bezdek's 1911 team won six, 
lost two and tied one game. The team 
scored a total of 2GG points, which is 
••till the Razorbacks' best scoring rec- 
ord for a single season. 


Eezdek closed his Arkansas career 


with the 1912 eleven that won four 
games and lost six. He went to Ore- 
gon State and later to Penn Suite. At 
the present time he is coach and man- 
ager of the Cleveland Rams. Friday 
night he will see Jim Benton and Ray 


j Hamilton in action, two Razorbacks 
| who were drawn by Cleveland in- the 
; annual pro draft. 


The basketball game Friday night 


is expected to furnish plenty of fire- 
works in spite of the fact that Ar- 
kansas is in first place in the Con- 
ference standings and T. C. U is at 
the bottom. 


Since 1924 when the first Arkansas- 


T. C. U. basketball game was played, 
the Razorbacks and Horned Frogs 
have met 28 times on the court. Ar- 
kansas winning 19 games and losing 
nine. The rivalry between the two 
teams has usually been close, no less 
than seven games having been decided 
by a margin of one or two points. The 
Hazorbacks' biggest

over the 


Horned Frogs was in 1929, a GG to 26 
victory. Their worst defeat at the hands 
loop £' U was a 15 to i0 lieking in I 
JS.il>.

Says Four-Minute 


Mile Impossible 


Sidney Wooderson of Eng- 


land Wjll Attempt to 


Set Mark

NEW YORK—Suy what you will 


about 
the 
possibilities of a four- 


minute mile, but Brutus Hamilton, vet- 
eran California track coach, only situ 
back .and chants: "Don't care hov, 
close they come. It can't be done." 


Hamilton's outburst is prompted by 


Albert Hill's claim that not only js 
the four-minute mile possible/but that 
it is within reach of Sidney Wooder- 
son, the slightly built, bespectacled 
English law clerk who set a world 
mark of 4.06.0 last August. 


"Wooderson 
might accomplish the 


trick on your fast Princeton track," in- 
sists Hill, British Olympic star of 
1920, 
who trains the record holder. 


"You 
must realize our dead English 


cinders are fully four seconds slower 
than your American layouts. Thus, I 
should be permitted to say that Sid- 
ney's 4:OG.G of last summer easily is 
equivalent to 4:02 on any of your 
lightning-fast tracks. 


"Nor 
is the damp English climate 


conducive to record performances. 
Give Wooderson a calm day, mod- 
erately warm weather, keen compe- 
tition, and a fast track and you'll see 
some real running." 


Hamilton, who is both a scientific 


and practical expert on longdistance 
running, continues to shake his head 
in a very negative manner. 


"I've made quite a study of the 


human body's capacity to combat lac- 
tic acid poisoning, the toxic cause of 
fatigue. And my fatigue graph shows 
that 4:01.6 is the absolute limit of hu- 
man performance for the mile run. This 
is close to four flat, I'll admit, but it 
just can't be reduced further. After 
all, there must be a limit of human 
endurance, and we are approaching 
that deadline," says Hamilton. 


The Technics! Aspect 


"Glycogen, stored in the fibers, is the 


fuel which drives our muscles. When 
a nerve impulse reaches the muscle 
the glycogen undergoes a reaction, heat 
is liberated, and the waste product is 
lactic acid. 


"When a muscle becomes saturated 


with lactic acid it.stops. Oxygen, sup- 
plied by breathing, burns up some of 
this waste and replenishes the plyco- 
gen. Eventually, however, the lactic 
acid gets the upper hand. 


"It's the runner's task to postpone 


[his as long as possible, and that's why 
he learns to control his breathing, and 
works for nerve stability to insure a 
slow, even heart beat." 


But the British claim athletic science 


is still in its infancy. Improved meth- 
ods of training and following pace 
rather than physiological progress, will 
bring the mile clown to four minutes 
they contend. 


Means Blistering Pace 


That means traveling at a 15-mile-an 


hour clip; averaging 440 yards a min- 
ute; or covering 22 feet every second 
Therefore, the six and six-tenths sec- 
onds that separates Wooderson from 
the four-minute mile is (he equivalent 
of only 48 yards. 


Somewhere along the mile route 


Woodereon, Archie San Romani, Glenn 
Cunningham, or any of the great mil- 
ers whose marks hover around 4-07 
would have to pick up 48 extra yards. 


The fastest first quarter ever turned 


ui by a miler was 58 seconds by Nor- 
man Tabor. Jack Lovelock's 62.2'is tops 
for the second quarter. Cunningham 
turned in the fastest third quarter with 
61.8. 
San Romani's 5G.8 is the fastest
